ABSTRACT OF THE INVENTION 


The invention relates to a process of forming a thermal interface that 
employs carbon nanotubes to reduce thermal resistance between an electronic 
device and a cooling solution. Bundles of aligned nanotubes receive injected 
polymeric material to produce a polymeric/carbon composite which is then placed 
between the electronic device and a heat sink or other cooling solution. 
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
